By invitation of tho local union, "Oak- 
land day" was months ago decided upon 
as a tree foativity lor the viaitore from 
tho four countries of the globe and n 
Jittinu; rucruation to concludu the great 
ill te mutton ill convention. 


Early in the morning tho throng of 


ploaeuro ettokera began tho pilgrimage 
from Han Franc.ieco to Oaklnml. The 
big ferry boats which croaa the buy 
separating tho two cities ware crowded 
with sinning Christian Eudeavorere and 
it was afternoon before the cruah 
ceaeod. 


At the station, the visitors bavin? 


been transferred from the dock to this 
city in iumiuimu trams, were au almost 
endless lino of carriages to convoy tho 
young people to tho pii;nic grounds nt 
Lake Merrill near the city limits. Oth- 
ers were transported on street cars, uud 
by noon the bimutiful grounds called 
"Tho Willows," which surround tho 
lake, were filled with an army of Kn- 
deavorcrs. 


Everything had been done with an 


open hand for tho pleasure of the visit- 
ors. Free transportation had boon fur- 
nishod acrosQ thu bay unct to Oakland, 
and likewise on all street car lines in 
this city. Many Eudeavorere proceeded 
to take in the towu, lloodiug the parks 
and points of interest. The business 
thorough (ares wore in gala- attire with 
their floating banners ami waving 11 age. 
while the bright badges of the young 
people everywhere added to the pic- 
turesque econe. 


The chief attraction eeemed to he the 


lavish lunch spread under the trees of 
"The Willows" on lone tables arranged 
as hollow rectangles. Time sandwiches 
by tho thousands, lemonade by the bar- 
rel, Iruit by the ton and cake by the 
cart load. The tbronir played progres- 
sive lunch, many returniiiv; periodically 
to 1mve another round at the good 
things. Young women connected with 
the local societies served the guests from 
the tables attractively decorated with 
llowers as well as food. 


About the middle of the afternoon 


when appetites had been satisfied, the 
gattib were thrown open and Oakland'a 
poor were bidden to the remains of the 
feast. 


Then camo rowing on tlie lake with 


an occasional coterie in possession of 
the steam launches. A landing place 
had been constructed for the occasion 
but no boating party eeemed disposed to 
sing that favorite endeavor song, "Pull 
for the Shore," In fact, many lingered 
until late in the afternoon and reluct- 
antly left for the return trip across the 
bay.It is difficult to estiinato the number 
of visitors as the young people came 
and went in email armies, it 19 safe to 
say, however, fully 15,000 visiting En- 
deavorera wore entertained in Oakland 
today besides members of thu local so- 
cieties. All the street car companies 
made special schedules for the accom- 
modation of the cuests and most of the 
employes were consequently compelled 
to go without lunch, so bney were they 
in transporting the singing sight-seers. 
The decorations nt "The Willowa" were 
picturesque. The American flag floated 
with the Christian Endeavor bannere 
and over all waved yellow etreamers, 
California's chosen color. The food for 
tho'throng was furnished mostly by tho 
different churches, the business men of 
tho placo shouldering their eh are of the 
expense. 


THE MINERS' STIKE, 


Meetings Arranged to Keep up the 


Enthusiasm. 


PiTTaiiuua, Pa., July 13.—There is a 


lull in the minors' strike in this district 
attributed to the fact that nearly overy 
mine in tho district is idle. To keep up 
the enthusiasm and prevent the strikers 
from becoming lukewarm in the cause, 
however, the officials have arranged for 
a series of meetings in different eectioua 
every day. 


This morning a large meeting was 


held at Snowden, on the Wheeling 
division, and the men were unanimous 
to etand firm for the 69 cents rate. The 
miners of this division fear that the 
company will Boon begin evictions from 
their homes and intimate that if this is 
attempted there will be trouble. 


News reached the miners' headqnar- 


' tera this afternoon that the diggers in 
the Oannal, Warner and Morgan mines. 
Beaver county, had thrown down their 
picks and joined the general strike. The 
throe pita employ about 3(10 men. Tho 
strike has also spread to Mercer county. 
Five mines are idle in thatraglon today.

YV'AtmixcTO.s', July i:>.—The repre- 


sentatives of tho two houses of congress 
in tha conference- of the tarifl' bill spent 
a buey day, devoted, in oat part to work 
in the conference room. There were 
occasional consultations with other sun* 
atore or members ol tho house on points 
at issue, but these wero brief, GO that 
comparatively little information as to 
tho progress inado found itfl way to out- 
eiders. It is known that almost tho en- 
tire day was devoted to the eugai nnd 
wool schedules, and the best, informa- 
tion obtainable is that a dual u^ruement 
was not reached upon uitber, 


Senator iMatt of Now York, who baa 


been absent most of the time since the 
bill went into conference, returned, and 
was in close conference much of the day 
with Senator Quay. 


At ono time during the afternoon the 


senate and house conferees separated, 
tho house men repairing to the ways 
and means committee room. It was 
generally believed that this action on 
the part of the house men wae for the 
purpose of deciding upon a lint) of pol- 
icy on EUgar, but they refused to give 
out information. 


Contrary to published reports it is 


positively stated that the sugar schedule 
has not been an reed upon and that in 
fact All the big questions before the con- 
ference which have seemingly been set- 
tled are only tentatively agreed to, one 
aide or the other insisted that they shall 
be held open. 


Nothing; will bo finally closed, so far 


as the matters of importance are con- 
cerned, until all have been decided upon 
and tho conferees aro ready to come to a 
complete agreement. 


It ia believed that the wool schedule, 


which has occupied tho attention of the 
conferees more or lose today and yester- 
day, can now be eetiled whenever other 
matters have reached a Btage for final 
adjustment. The senate conferees are 
ready to compromise the differences on 
tlret and second claae wools by making 
them both dutiable at II ccnte, and a 
compromise on third claea wools has 
been suggested by the house members of 
the conference, concerning which they 
express the hope that it will be satisfac- 
tory to hoth the wool growers and the 
carpet manufacturers, but this is not as- 
unred. 


Tina compromise- proposition looking 


to tiling a rate of 3 cents a pound on all 
wool of a value less then 10 cents a 
pound; of 5 cents on wool valued at 
more than 10 and lees than 13 cents a 
pound, and of Scents on that above l.'l 
cents a pound in value. This propo- 
sition waa submitted to the representa- 
tives in the senate of both the wool 
growers and carpet manufacturers, and 
both,sides took the matter under advise- 
ment. Senator Penroso, representing 
the carpet men, telegraphed for some of 
them to come to Washington for con- 
ference. The attempt of some of the 
house conferees to secure an increased 
rate on skirted wools lias failed. Tho 
question of jute-, jute bagging, burlaps, 
cotton bapging, and cotton ties, which 
the senate placed on tho free list, is 
causing much trouble. The house con- 
ferees insist that tlieae items shall go 
back on the dutiable list, and the senate 
conferees plead that if they are put 
back delay must be the result in the 
senate. If the conferees can reach a 
complete agreement by Friday one of 
them said today, he would be more than 
satisfied.

WASHINGTON, July 13.—The prico to 


be paid for armor plate for the three 
new battle ehipa now in course of con- 
struction was the theme of the extended 
and at times lively debate in the senate 
today. Late in the day an amendment 
to the deQciency appropriation bill was 
igreed to restricting the price of armor 
to $300 per too, or $125 less, .than the 
imendment reported by the committee 
and recommended by the navy depart- 
ment, aa the minimum rate acceptable 
to the armor 
contractors. 
Another 


amendment inserted in the bill directed 
the secretary of the navy to investigate 
as to the establish meat of a government 
armor factory and to report to the next 
session of congress. During the debate 
Mr. Halt urged that the failure to equip 
the battle ships with armor would hu- 
miliate the United SUtea 'in the eyes of 
the world and would lessen our naval 
power at a time of possible foreign 
x>m plications. 
After 
inserting 
the 


armor amendments, the deficiency bill, 
the last of the great supply measures, 
wae passed. 


Mr. Pettigrew of South Dakota as-

The con- 
ference WBB not important in its results, 
the meeting being ot a preliminary na- 
ture and little bcinc intended or accom- 
plished by the commissionersothHrthtm 
to present their credentials atid to state 
what authority had been given them to 
act. 


But while the conference accomplished 


no more than may be accomplished at a 
preliminary meeting, it wae not without 
its importance in showing tbe good faith 
with which the repreeentutiveB of the 
United States are acting in this momen- 
tous matter. 
Enough was eaid nnd 


done to indicate the lines along which 
the commission 
ia working. Already 


the co-operation of France has been 
secured, and it is believed that that of 
Germany 
will 
be forthcoming. It 


principally remains to secure tbe con 
eent of Great Britain to an international 
•conference, and to that end every effort 
will be bended. 
Evidently if the com- 


•miEBion does not eucceed.it will not be 
•on account of lack of paine-taking labor 
•on the part of tbe commissionere. If 
ever tbere has been in anybody's mind 
the thoucht that the commieeion would 
•not act in good faith—and, considering 
the personal views of a majority of the 
•commissionera, such a thought must 
have been absurd at 
any time—the 


•actions of the commission must banish 
it. 


TJ a person a* this distance it appears 


that the commissioner? have one great 
and winning card to play if they will 
but play it. England is the creditor 
nation of tbe world. If tbe United 
States, Germanyand France will but act 
unitedly, they ehould be able to give her 
to understand tbat tbe creditor cannot 
in this case dictate all of the terms of 
payment to his debtors; tbat he cannot 
compel .the payment of the debts iu ap- 
preciated money. Tbe old advice to 
tbe debtor, "Let your creditor walk tbe 
•floor," appaars to be applicable in this 
case as tn any other. Let the debtors do 
BO me of the dictating, seeing at 
tbe 


eame time that they demand and offer 
nothing except that which juetice and 
right indoree. 


It will bo understood tbat this Is a 


very different thing from repudiation. 
\Vo do not need to be unfair or un juei 
•in order to insist upon right treatment 
for ourselves. The hundreds of millions 
of dollira of bonded indebtedness which 
we owe to Englishmen is payable either 
in gold or silver. Let ua stand upon 
our legal and moral right in the matter; 
lot ua say, "While you ineiston forcing 
down the price of silver, we will ineiet 
on our right of choice aud pay you in 
that metal." This is our undoubted 
prerogative, nnd if we exorniae it, it 
need not be doubted that England would 
find It to her advantage to help other 
naiioag to appreciate tbe price of silver. 


Aa has been eaid, this is the way the 


matter looks at this distance. It may 
well be that tbe tnrmnieeionera, with 
the Biiporior opportunities of under- 
stand insj the case that they enjoy, will 
see it differently, but from this point ol 
view it appears tbat the winning cards 
are in the hand a of the debtor nations 
and that all thoy need do is to play 
them.

fend this country against attacking en- 
emies by eqairLinc electrified water 
upan them justifies the conclusion that 
tbe genius of the great wizard finds its 
most useful field in promoting the arts 
of peace and civilization rather than 
those 01 war.

pectors for miue-ala, for firewood, fenc- 
ing, buildings, etc. This privilege ia re- 
stricted to persons resident within the 
forest reserves who bave not a sullicient 
supply of timber upon their own claims, 


the sale of timber from the reserves 


will bo permitted in limited quantities 
for tlie purpose of preserving tho Hv- 


ig and growing timber and protecting 


thu younger growth of timber on the 
reserves. 


Dead, matured or lurgo growths of 


trees found upon tbe reserves ebull be 
designated and appraised as far as the 
same may not bo ni'i;uE8nry for the for- 
est preservation mid water cover, aud 
may be cold for not lues than the ap- 
praised value. 


Where it may bo found iiccegaary to 


erect temporary en win ills for timber 
purchaeed ou the grounds, a permit will 
ho neceasarv. All timber eo cut mtiet 
be need in the state or territory in which 
tbe reservation is eituatf>d. 


Supplemental instructions are given 


to all special agents of the interior de- 
partment to especially take cognizance 
of unlawful cutting of timber and depre- 
dations upon thu public domain includ- 
ing the forest reserves, anil hereafter a 
vigilant watch will be directed toward 
the matter of forest fires. 


The law further provides that in the 


case ot lands more applicable for mining 
and agriculture than for forestry pur- 
poaos, upon a proper showing made, the 
eamo may be eliminated entirely from 
the forest reserve and restored to the 
public domain. 


AB to the forest reserves which have 


lately been suspended by the recent 
net of congress, the geological survey 
is now busily engaged in examining 
them and of extending the exterior 
lines properly embracing the reserves 
which will bo restored to public entry and 
other portions which were omitted from 
the reserve will bti embraced within 
them.
